SENATE. 


THIRTY-FIFTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


SATURDAY, Jan. 17, 1874. 
The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair. 
Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 


Reports of Commi tees. 


Mr. Murray from Engrossed Bills ; 
Mr. Troy from Penal Institutions; 
submitted reports from their respect- 
ive committees. 


Introduction of Bills. 


By Mr. Powell, a bill to insure the 
early completion of the Western Rail- 
road to Ore Hill, in Chatham county. 
Referred. 

By Mr. Seymour, a bill to amend 
an act ratified the 5th day of April, 
1871, entitled ‘‘A bill to allow aliens 
take, hold and convey lands.”’ Re- 
ferred. 

By Mr. Cunningham, a resolution 
authorizing the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction to subscribe fora 
copy of the State Educational Journal 
for each County Board of Examiners, 
the whole amount not to exceed 
31,000, and to be paid out of the lit- 
erary fund. 

By Mr. Barnhardt, a bill to amend 
an act passed at the present session, 
and for other purposes. Referred. 

By Mr. McCauley, a bill to author- 
ize A. T. Stephens, Sheriffof Union 
county, to collect arrears of taxes, 
Referred. 

Unfinished Business. 

The bill for the adjustment of the 
State debt was taken up as the untin- 
ished business. 

Mr. Morehead’s amendment offer- 
ed yesterday was adopted. The 
amendment reads as follows: ‘Add 
to section 5, “And Provided further, 
That it shall be the duty of the Audi- 
tor to ascertain, on the Ist day ot 
April, 1875, and annually thereafter, 
the amount of bonds so exchanged, 
and he shall order the collection ofa 
sufficient amountof taxes as above 
provided to pay the interest on the 
amount of bonds so exchanged until 
all of the said bonds shall have been 
exchanged according to the provis- 
ions of this act.’?’ He then offered 
the following amendment to seetion 
o: Strike out 83 cents on the poll in 
line 4, and insert 75 centson the poll, 
Which was also adopted. 

The question then recurred on Mr 
Norwood’s amendment, when Mr. 
Dunham took the floor in opposition 
to its passage. 

The discussion was contiued by 
Messrs. Avera, Flemming, Ransom 
and Worth. 

On motion of Mr. Morehead, of 
Guilford, the further consideration of 
the bill was postponed till 12 o’clock 
Monday, when the Senate adjourned. 


Nore.—In our report of Friday’s 
proceedings, we stated that Mr. Me- 
Cabe offered a petition from citizens 
of Edgecombe county in favor of the 
removal of the county from the 5th 
Judicial District. The petition was 
a protest against the removal, and 
incorrectly reported by us.

Mr. Speaker Robinson 
called the House to order.

On motion of Mr. Settle, the bill to. 


change the time of holding Superior 
Courts in the counties of Rocking 
ham and Chatham, wastaken up and 
passed its several readings. 

On motion of Mr. Mitchell, the res- 
olution of Mr. Houston protesting 
against the passage of the Civil 
Rights bill was taken up. 

Mr. Guyther moved to lay the res- 
olution on the table. The yeas and 
hays were called, and the motion was 
rejected by the following ballot:

Mr. Guyther thought the whole 
thing premature. Noone knew the 
status of the bill now pending in 
Congress. He thought the resolution 
hugatory, 

Kllison, col., took the floor in op- 
position to the resolution, and ex- 
pressed his disgust at some of the Re- 
publican members who voted against 
the tabling of the resolution. The 
Republican members from the East 
Were put in their seats by negro 
votes, and they ought to face the mu- 
sic like men. 

Dudley, col., next spoke im opposi- 
tiod to the resolution. He did not 
expect anything from Conservative 
members, but he did think he hada 
right to expect the support of all 
those who were elected by Republi- 
can votes. He wanted to see no dodg- 
ing on the part of the white Repub- 
lians. ‘Thecolored men of theState 
polled over 80,000 votes and they had 
aright to expect this recognition of 
their rights by the white men who 
professed to be their political friends. 

Mr. Blythe stated that he voted 
against the motion to table the reso- 
lution because he thought the colored 
people had better let well enough 
alone, and await thedevelopment of 
the future. He told the colored mem- 
bers that every biow they struck in 
this direction retarded their true pros- 
‘perity. They could not control the 
West as they did some portions of 
the Kast, where they were in a large 
majority, and if they persisted in 
Lunursting themselves forward in this 
Inatter, they would be deserted by 
their present white friends, and soon 
be in such a hopeless minority that 
they would be powerless to promote 
their future prosperity. 

kL llison, col., replied to Mr. Blythe. 
He said that the colored man had 
secured no right which they now en- 
joyed by any effort of his own, but 
ait had been given by the United 
states government. After replying 
at some length to Mr. Blythe’s 
marks, he said that he would ad- 
Vise those white members who had 
been elected by negro voters to 
stay with their party, for with- 
out them what would they (Republi- 
can white members) do? He would 
tell his white friends that without 
the negro vote there would be no Re- 
publican party in the State. 

Mr. Bowman, Rep., (interrupting) 
Will the gentleman let meask him a 
question ? 

Ellison—Certainly ! 

Mr. Bowman—You say that you 
are opposed to mixed schools, then 
why do you favor Congress passing a 
bil looking in that same direction ? 

Ellison—I am opposed to that. 

Mr. Bowman—sv aim I, 

Ellison continued tis remarks. He 
Was opposed to these unjust discrim- 
inatious on account of color, and 
concluded his speech by warning the 
white Republicans that if they turn- 
ed their backs on their colored friends 
in this matter, they sounded the 
political death Knell of the Republi- 
can party in this State. 

Mr. Cox, of Pitt, Republican, was 
in favor of the resolution because he 
was opposed to class legislation. The 
colored people had every right betore 
the law that he had, and they should 
be satisfied with their present status, 

Abbott, colored, called the attention 
of the white Republican members to 
the fact how they had sat in Conven- 
tions With his race, an. with uplifted 
hands and loud voices endorsed plat- 
forms which looked to the provisions 
contained in the Civil Rights Bill. 
But this took place just before elec- 
tions. Here were Messrs. Trivett, 
Copeland, Rhodes, Patrick, Bowman, 
Seott, Mizell and others, all white 
Republicans, voting against or refus- 
ing their support to nine-tenths of 
the party which elected them. Oh,yes, 
you are high for the nigger about 
election time, but when you secure 
your desires, you do not hesitate to 
give us the cold shoulder. He had 
irrequently seen that the white Repub- 
lican members of the House had 
shown a disinclination to sud port mea 
sures put forward by colored men and 
inclined toseek their associations with 
Democrats. Here was Mr. Brown, 
of Davidson, who said when he voted 
against Dudley’s Civil Rights Bilijust 
before the recess,that he wasin favorof 
Congress handling the matter, and 
now he denounces the passageof such 
ameasure by that body. How does 
that gentleman reconcile this ineon- 
sistency ? He did not expect gentle- 
men of the Democratic party to sup- 
port any civil rights measure, for they 
had not been educated to it, but he 
had every right to look for a different 
course of action from the white men 
who had courted their votes and made 
them all sorts of promises looking to 
an abolition of all discriminations be- 
tween the races. The gentleman 
“from Pitt (Cox) said that the colored 
man had all the rights of a white 
man before the law. That was not 
30. He (Cox) could send his son to 
the University of the State, but he 
(Abbott) could not, that institution, 
were now in Operation, &e. 

Williamson, col., deplored this con- 
tention among the white and colored 
Republican members of the House, 
and said it was a Democratic trick to 
make patty capital. 

Mr. Gorman offered the following 
amendment: ‘‘ That this Legislature 
protests earnestly against the gentle- 
man from Catawba (Mr. Houston) in- 
troducing a resolution into this body 
to raise a row amongst the Republi- 
eans of the House.,’’ 

The amendment was ruled out of 
order. 

Mr. Trivett said he was a true Re- 
publican,and had all the time advo- 
cated giving to the colored people 
equal rights before the law, but he 
wus not prepared to go any further. 
He did not like to see this exemplifi- 
eation of the old saying, ‘‘ give an 
inch and an ell will be taken.’’ He 
did not believe that the white Repub- 
lieans of North Carolina were pre- 
pared to support any such law as is 
proposed to be enacted by this bill 
now pending in Congress. 

Mr. Bowman moved to postpone 
the further consideration of the mat- 
ter until next Tuesday. 


| 


Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, moved to 
lay the motion on the table. Carried. 
Williamson, colored, offered the 
ne substitute for the resolu- 
ion: 

Resolved by the House of Represen- 
tatives, the Senate concurring, That 
our Senators be instructed, and our 
Representatives requested to vote for 
such a bill as will secure equal civil 
and political rights, and against al! 
bills tending to an enforcement of so- 
cial equality. 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, offered the 
following amendment to the original 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the General As- 
sembly of North Carolina do most 
earnestly and petition to 
the Congress of the United States not 
to pass the bill now pending in the 
House of Representatives, Known as 
the Civil Rights Bill, believing as we 
do that the immediate effects of such 
alaw would be the suppression of our 
publie schools, for both white and 
colored, the closing of many of our 
houses of worship, the ruin of our 
land-lords and hotel proprietors, as 
well as the thorough demoralization 
of our society and the cause of bitter 
strife between the two races. 

From a thorough knowledge of the 
situation we are satisfied that the 
bill would operate most disastrously 
to our best interest, and therefore we 
prefer this petition.”’ | 

Mr. Houston ealled for the previous 
question, which was ordered. 

The question recurred on William- 
son’s substitute, which was rejected by 
a vote of yeas 46, nays 57. 

(This was a strict party vote, with 
the exception of Mr. Bowman, Re- 
publican, who voted in the nagative.) 

The amendment of Mr. Jones, of 
Caldwell, was next put to a vote and 
adopted. 

The question recurring upon the 
resolution, it was adopted by the fol- 
lowing ballot :

A JusT CoMPLAINT.—We have 
heretotore referred to the serious in- 
jury to our community by the turn- 
ing loose of every criminal who is 

ardoned or otherwise set at liberty 

rom the Penitentiary, and have ask- 

ed that means be taken by our Cciti- 
zens to remedy the evil. The Grand 
Jury of Wake county, on yesterday, 
sent the following petition to Judge 
Watts, which was reeommended by 
that officer : 


NORTH CAROLINA, 
WAKE COUNTY. 


Superior Court, January Term, 1874. 


Hon. S. W. WATTs, 
Judge Presiding: 

Sir: The members of the Grand 
Jury of the county of Wake, now in 
session, would respectfully call, the 
attention of your Honor to the large 
amount of crime which has been 
brought before us. In the investiga- 
tions it has been proven that much of 
this has been done by convicts dis- 
charged from the Penitentiary at the 
expiration of their terms. Discharg- 
ed without money or any means of 
reaching their old homes, they are 
unknown to our pcople, unable to 
find work, or more probably unwil- 
ling to work, they at once resort to 
plunder as a means of subsistence, 
and being skilled in crime, they are 
detected with great difficulty. 

We would, therefure, ask your 
Honor to forward this memorial to 
the Senator trom Wake with a re- 
quest that he present it tothe Gener- 
al Assembly and request, both upon 
the ground of common humanity to 
this unfortunate class and justice to 
the courty of Wake, that some pro- 
vision be mMle by law to enable these 
convicts to reach their former homes. 
We would be glad to have your Honor 
endorse this memorial before trans- 
mitting it to the Senator from Wake. 


DESERVED COMPLIMENT. —- The 
Magnolia Monitor thus speaks of Sen- 
ator Allen, from Duplin.

THE SUPERIOR CourT.—The Court 
met at the usual hour. The follow- 
ing are the transactions of the day. 

In the case of the State vs. Miller 
and Howard, tried on Wednesday, 
and upon which the jury were una- 
ble to agree, a juror was withdrawn, 
and a mistrial entered on the docket. 

Gen. Cox, Solicitor for the State, in- 
formed his Honor that he had charges 
to prefer against certain members of 
the jury in the Miller-Howard case, 
for disorderly and drunken conduct, 
and that they be made to appear and 
show cause why they should not be 
held for contempt. His Honor said 
that during his (Gen.*Cox’s) absence 
information of the conduct of the 
jury had reached his ears, and he 
therefore had withdrawn a juror and 
caused a mistrial of the case. 

Witnesses were sunmmoned who 
stated that certain members of 
the fury were intoxicated while 
on the jury, guilty of 
disorderly conduct. A summons was 
issued to the parties. 

Albert Magnin was duly sworn and 
qualified as Deputy Clerk of this 
Court. 

John G. Bagwell vs. Lottie A. Bag- 
well, divorce. On motion of counsel 
it was ordered that this case be rein- 
stated upon the docket. Appeal! pray- 
ed by detendant and granted. 

State vs. Sam/’l. Bolling, lareeny 
and receiving stolen goods. Gen- 
eral W. R. Cox and Fab _ =H. 
Busbee for the State, and T. R. Pur- 
nelland J. C. L. Harris for defen- 
dant. Verdict—guilty as to receiv- 
ing. Judgment not prayed. 

A number of cases were called and 
the defendants recognized to Spring 
term. 

His Honor sentenced W. P. John- 
son and Dock Carpenter to five years 
at hard labor in the State’s prison. 

The civil case of Geo. Perry and 
Others, Trustees of Tupper’s Chureh 
vs. H. M. ‘Tupper was called, anda 
motion was made to quash the pro- 
ceedings of the magistrate, and for a 
writ of restitution. The proceedings 
were quashed, but the writ of restitu- 
tion was denied. The defendant 
prayed an appeal, which was granted. 

Court adjourned sine die.

A BOMBSHELL IN THE RADICAL 
CaAMP.— Yesterday in the House of 
Representatives a bombshell exploded 
in the Radical camp in the shape of a 
resolution, introduced by Mr. Houston, 
of Catawba, condemning the Supple- 
mental Civil Rights Bill, now pend- 
ing in Congress. Its bursting created 
no little confusion in their ranks, 
and a direct split was occasioned be- 
tween the white and black wings of 
that party. Ellison, Dudley and Ab- 
bott, colored members, charged their 
white brethren who voted for the re- 
solution witha breach of faith, and 
pointedly told them unless they stood 
square up tothe colored race in this 
matter they need not expect negro 
votes in the next election. Most of 
the white Republican members from 
the East were made to place them- 
selves on the record after being hard 
pressed by the Democrats and their 
colored brethren. Most of the Wes- 
tern Republicans supported the reso- 
lution, avowing openly that the white 
Republicans of their section would 
never swallow such doctrines as are 
set forth in the Supplemental Civil 
Rights Bill. The colored members 
were highly indignant at the course 
of some of their white allies, and it 
was highly amusing to see the embar- 
rasment of those gentiemen in their 
desire not to alienate the negro 
element and at the same time keep 
their skirts unstained with anything 
like negro social equality.

The road is over one hundred miles 
in length, and upon itis 10,000) tons 
of iron rails, which sold as oid iron 
would bring $400,000 with the rolling 
stock and other property valued at

(CONTINUED. | 
PRESENT CONDITION —-PRESENT 
TAXATION. 

Sir, frora this imperfect catalogue 
of our losses let us turn fora moment 
toa view of our present condition ; 
and the ability of the people te bear 
the taxation already imposed upon 
them; and let us draw our informa- 
tion from the most reliable sources at 
our command, 

I begin by referring to the United 
States Census of 1850, by which the 
population of North Carolina is put 
down at 992,622, and again by the 
census ef 1870, our population is put 
down at 1071,561. That is to say, ia 
20 years We gain in population only 
| 78,739. If increase of population is 
evidence of wealth, we are making 
slow progress indeed—many singie 
cities probably bave outstripped us. 
But perhaps we have a much richer 
population. Let us see. By the same 
census for 1860, the number of acres 
in farms was 20,986,983; again by the 
census of 1870, the number of acres in 
farms was only 19,835,410. Showing 
a positive decrease of the number of 
acres in farms for that period of ten 
years to be 1,161,673. But perhaps 
the land retained in farms made up 
for the loss in quantity, by being 
greatly improved and thereby pre- 
senting a larger general value. No 
such consolation. All will admit 
that owing to our system of agricul- 
ture, our land is gradually wearing 
out; and the area of waste and ster- 
ile land is annually increasing, and 
ithe decrease of fertility in the lands 
actually retained in cultivation is far 
greater in proportion, than the loss 
in the number of acres. 

Popular education is the only rem- 
edy forthis deplorableevil, and all 
persons will also admit,that owing to 
the present condition of our laborsys- 
tem or rather want of system the 
average lands of North Carolinacan’t 
he cultivated with hired labor at all. 
The cost of production, being more 
than the value of the crop produced, 
and attempts to work ordinary lands 
by tenants have proved to be more 
ruinous still, What sirs is to become 
of people who are physically unable 
to do their own work’ ; 

But we will proceed. Sir, we are 
also a stock raising people. That isa 
material branch of our business. And 
if any Senator thinks the leanness 
and poverty of the State has not 
been sufficiently shown, to excuse 
her for not being able to meet the 
enormous demands of our public 
creditors, let him prepare a table 
| from the Auditor's report, exhibiting 

the number of horses, mules, cattle, 
hogs and sheep in each county, as 
compa ed with the inhabitants ofthe 
county, and while he is so eneaged. T 
Will ask another friend, to ‘prepare 
another exhibit, showing what mil- 
lions of dollars it costs this agricul- 
tural and stock raising population of 
North Carolina anuuaily to obtain 
from abroad, work, animals, commer- 
chal manures, meat, grain, molases. 
efc., torthe payment of which, farms 
CrOps, an. all plantation property, 
are now under mortgage to a fright: 
fui extent. 

I will myself only add further in 
this connection, that the currency 
allowed us is only about $1.50 per 
head for all our people for all pur-

And as was natu- 
rally to have been expected, from this 
state of things, the National Banks, 
extori trom the people the most enor- 
mous interest; the rate of 18 per cent. 
per annum being exacted by them as 
the lowest interest at which loans of 
money ean be had. And as was also 
naturally to have been expected, our 
own State banks follow the example 
the national banks, and lord itover 
a crushed and submissive people, in 
the same way. And no general busi- 
ness except extortion has seemed to 
prosper since the war. 

The property, and the occupations, 
trades and business, of the people of 
North Carolina, have been assessed 
under oath, by duly appointed public 
officers, for the purposes of taxation. 
For the last fiscal year ending 30th 
September, 1873, what did it all 
amount to. 

I read, sir, from the Auditor’s Re- 
port. 

Total valuation of land, $70,172,370. 
W by sir, our publie debt is more than 
half the sum. The lands of the State 
loaded with debt to more than half 
their vaiue! Town property 343,- 
$55,078, which is loaded down since 
the new order of things by local 
taxes more than it can bear, The 
next item is value of horses, cattle, 
mules and other domestic animals, 
$16,994,578. How much northern 
hay, and north-western corn and 
bought to support them?”

ucensils;money on hand or on deposit, 
We eall the attention of the Legis- | 


solvent credits, &e., $23,839,430. This 
last item exhibit, first, the whole 
furnishing of all the implements of 
husbandry of 1,071,361 people en- 
eaged in agricultural ; second, all 
that they have realized in the way of 
aceumnulated profits; third, the value 
of all kinds of business! Such isa 
very imperfect picture of our actual 
condition, 
THE AMOUNT OF TAXATION. 


The grand sum total of the whole 
taxable property is $124,821,456, And 
upon that magnificent schedule of 
tuxables which assessment was made 
lust for the supportot government. 

[ read again from the Auditor’s re- 
port. ‘There was collected for the 
state taxes 3480,615. Forall county 
purposes, $912,908. This statement 
does not embrace township, city and 
town taxes for local purposes, which 


estimated at $200,000, will probably 


be under the actual sum collected. 
Add these amounts together and we 
have the aggregate sum of 31,595,625, 
assessed and collected on a valuation 
of only S124,821,456 in property and 
effects, of which at least one half is 
unproductive. 

CAN THE PEOPLE BEAR HIGHER TAX- 

ATION? 

Sir, if the people can bear any fur- 
ther taxation, at the present time, it 
must be for objects Which impose a 
higher obligation, @ more imperious 
necessity upon them than even the 
admitted high and solemn obligation 
of paying the just and honest portion 
of their public debt. will enumer-— 
ate some of these ebjects. 

I. We must put our system. of 
Common School Education upon a 
sure and reliable foundation. Half 
our population over ten years of age 
‘cannot read or write, and ‘all politi- 
eal power is vested in and derived 
from them.’ They hold all offices in 
their gift ‘life, liberty and prosperity’ 
are at their disposal. I suppose the 
wildest enthusiast for universal suf- 
frage and equality before the law, 
never dreamed that such a mass of 
illiterates could safely be trusted with 
the Government of a State. For this 
and other cogent reasons, the people 
must be educated. 

2. A Penitentiary is on hand, and 
a large number of our common jails 
have become insufficient for the safe 
keeping of and safety of prisoners, 
and are otherwise unfit for the con- 
finement of human beings. And 
State policy, and common humanity, 
join, 14 requiring agreat reformation 
in this respect. 

3. The present state of the country 
has added greatly to the number of 
the destitute and helpless poor, both 
white and black, throughout the 
State; aconsiderable portion of them 
being destitute orphans. Their 
friends and neighbors have not their 
former ability to taxe eare of them. 
The destitute poor must be succored, 
and the orphans taken in out of the 
cold, 

4. But above all these, there is an- 
other class of dependents, still more 
heipless; and on that account more 
deserving our pity and our eare. I 
mean the one thousand idiots; and 
half that number of insane persons, 
whom the ministering hand of our 
public charities has not yet reached. 
ilundreds of them daily knoek at the 
door of our noble Asylum. But the 
door is shut. They cannot enter in; 
because there is no room. Afflicted 
of God! negleeted and forsaken of 
their fellow-creatures! they return 
again to their hopeless destitution 
and misery. 

Sir, if it were possible, for one united, 
intelligent voice, to ascend to us, from 
this assembled mass of our suffering 
fellow creatures—would we not hear 
these memorable words ? 

‘Weare an hungered, and ye give 
us no meat; we are thirsty and ye 
giveus nodrink; weare strangers, 
and ye take us notin; naked and ye 
clothe us not; sick and in prison and 
ye visit us not.’ 

Yes, sir, literally in prison. The 
distinguished Senator from Sampson 
(Dr. Murphy) as President of our 
Board of Publie charities, in describ- 
ing the neglected condition of this 
most miserable class o: afflicted fellow 
creatures, in language which went to 
the innermost soul of every Senator 
on this floor, among other things, 
told us, that some of them were con- 
fined in common prisons, and in pens, 
in astate too loathsomeand shock- 
ing to be repeated. 

Sir, Godin his great goodness, has 
bestowed upon us faculties, which 
he has denied to them. Shall we 
‘pass by on the other side,’ and leave 
to their suffering? It cannot 
2e, 

Sir, as [have shown, the people of 
North Carolina now pay a tax of 
$1,500,000 besides what they pay to 
the General Government. Jf they 
can pay more, it must be for the pur- 
poses which [haveenumerated. And 
in my humble judgment it must be 
done, if we have tolive on half rations 
while it is being accomplished. 

The only chance of the success of 
our government requires it—ourjcom- 
mon christianity requires it--our civil- 
ization requires it—common human- 
ity requires it—a great overwhelm- 
ing necessity requires it. 

And the same overwhelming ne- 
cessity requires that the payment of 
even the just and honest portion of 
our public debt shall be postponed. 

But our creditors may, perhaps, 
turn upon us and say, ‘‘ You brought 
all your trouble on yourselves, and 
we ought not to be made to suffer for 
it.’ Isay notso. And this brings 
me to my third proposition. 

The people of North Carolina are 
not responsible for the late war or 


its calamitous consequences.

WONDERFUL CAVE IN W.N.C. 
-in the range of mountains in Wes- 
tern Carolina, Known as the ‘‘Fork 
Range,’ amost singuiar phenomenon 
exists. Itisabreathing eave. Inthe 
Suminer months a current of air 
comes from it so strongly that a per- 
son can’t walkagainst 1t, whilein the 
winter the suction is just as great. 
The cool air from the mountain in the 
Suuimer is felt for miles, in a direct 
line from the month of the cave. At 
times a most unpleasant odor is emit- 
ied upon the current from dead car- 
casses of animals sucked in and 
killed by the violence. The loss of 
eattie and stock in that section in win- 
ter is aecounted for in this way: they 
ratige too near the mouth of the cave, 
xud the current carries them in. At 
times, When the change from inhal- 
ing to exhaling begins, the air is fiil- 
ed with various hairs of animals, not 
unfrequently bones and whole car- 
casses are seen miles from the place. 
tas been Known to change 
materially im temperature during ex- 
halation, from quite cool to unpleas- 
antly hot, withering vegetation with- 
in reach, and aecompanied by a ter- 
rible, roaring, gurgling sound, a pot 
boiling. It is unaecounted by scien- 
tific men who have examined it, 
though no exploration can take place. 
li is feared by many that a volcanic 
eruption may break forth there some 
time. such things have occurred in 
places as litthe unexpected. We 
hope our friends in the neighborhood 
will keep us thoroughly posted as to 
the movements of the strange mouu- 
tain.
